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ARRL  TO  FCC: 

RECONSIDER  QUESTION  POOLS 


From  The  ARRL  Letter 

The  ARRL  has  filed  a  Petition  for  Re¬ 
consideration  with  FCC  requesting  the  Com¬ 
mission  reverse  its  decision  in  PR  Docket 
85-196  delegating  to  Volunteer  Examiner 
Coordinators  (VECs)  the  responsibility  for 
maintaining  the  question  pools  for  written 
examination  elements.  The  ARRL  comments 
state  that  it  was  the  intent  of  Congress 
that  the  FCC  supervise  the  examina¬ 
tion  process  through  the  maintenance 
of  question  pools,  and  that  the 
FCC's  maintenance  of  them  is  the 
only  way  to  ensure  standardization 
among  the  25  VECs.  A  number  of 
other  petitions  for  reconsideration 
have  also  been  filed. 

In  this  Docket,  the  Commission 
will  replace  the  question  pools  with 
what  the  ARRL  Petition  calls  a 
"vague,  generalized  algorithm"  which 
specifies  a  list  of  nine  topics  and 
the  percentage  of  questions  on  each 
topic  which  each  VEC  should  include 
in  its  question  pools  for  each  exam¬ 
ination  element.  The  list  of  topics  in 
the  algorithm  is  so  general  and 
vague  that  it  permits  radically  dif¬ 
ferent  question  pools  to  be  main¬ 
tained  by  the  various  VECs.  For 
example  it  asks  VECs  to  design  ques¬ 


tions  for  the  Extra  Class  written  examina¬ 
tion  on  the  topic  of  antennas  and  feedlines 
which  relate  to  the  extra  privileges  granted 
over  those  of  an  Advanced  Class  licensee. 
There  is  just  no  way  practical  way  to  com¬ 
ply  with  this.  "There  is  no  guidance  in  the 
algorithm.  The  League  is  completely  at  a 
loss  as  to  how  to  apply  it."

FCC  to  allow  Mritten  examination  credit. 

From  ffiH  letter 

Beginning  December  1,  the  Commission  will  allow  re¬ 
examination  credit  for  written  elements  passed  during 
an  otherwise  unsuccessful  Amateur  examination,  accord¬ 
ing  tQ  an  FCC  news  release  October  9.  Currently  the 
commission  only  allows  credit  for  code  examination 
elements.  The  FCC  also  darifed  that  examiners  who 
administer  a  Novice  examination  are  not  required  to 
issue  a  Certificate  of  Successful  Completion  of  Exami¬ 
nation  (CSCE).  Instead,  applicants  say  produce  a 
photocopy  of  a  pending  application  which  indicates  the 
applicant  has  qualified  for  a  Novice  license.  These 
rule  changes  are  contingent  upon  Office  of  Management 
and  Budget  approval  of  revisions  to  FCC  Form  6iO. "

Q.  Does  Wisconsin  have  Amateur  Radio  call 
plates  for  trucks  and  what  do  they  cost? 

A.  Unfortunately,  Wisconsin  does  not  have 
Amateur  truck  plates  available  at  any  cost. 
But  may  I  suggest  you  request  personalized 
truck  plates  with  your  call  on  them  as  the 
next  best  thing.  It's  highly  unlikely  someone 
picked  your  call  for  their  personalized 
plates. 

Personalized  plates,  just  ten  bucks  more 
than  regular  truck  plates,  won't  bolster  the 
subscript  line  "Amateur  Radio,"  but  they  will 
let  other  Hams  know  who  you  are. 

The  personalized-plates  annual  cost  for 
trucks  of  4,500  pounds  (GVW  plus  load)  is 
$40;  6,000  pounds,  $52,  and  8,000  pounds, 
$67. 

According  to  an  authority  at  the 
Department  of  Transportation  in  Milwaukee, 
all  Amateur  and  personalized  plates  will  be 
replaced  in  Janaury,  1987,  with  blue  letter¬ 
ing  on  a  white  background  plates  which  have 
a  colorful  boat,  birds,  and  bam  scenery  at 
the  top. 

For  those  of  you  without  trucks,  the 
auto  and  station  wagon  Amateur  plates  are 
available  for  a  one-time  $10  first-issued  fee 
plus  the  $25  annual  renewal. 

0.  How  old  must  a  person  be  to  become  a 
Section  Manager? 

A.  There  aren't  any  specific  age  limits,  ex¬ 
cept  that  a  candidate  for  the  elected  posi¬ 
tion  of  ARRL  Section  Manager  (SM)  must  be 
a  League  member  for  at  least  four  years 
prior  to  the  election.  So,  if  you  want  to  be 
precise,  a  candidate  who  joined  the  ARRL  at 
birth,  is  now  at  least  four  years  old,  and 
holds  a  Technician  or  higher  class  license, 
can  potentially  qualify  to  be  a  Section  Mana¬ 
ger. 

The  youngest  SM  of  all  the  73  Sections, 
however,  is  Joel  Harrison,  WB5IGF,  a  28  year 
young-timer  in  Arkansas. 

There  is  no  maximum  age  limit,  with  the 
oldest  SM  being  Otto  Schuler,  K3SMB,  an 
active  old-timer  in  Western  Pennsylvania  at 
74  years  of  age.  -  /J':- 

The  average  age  of  SMs  is  51.  This  is, 
one  time  I  don't  mind  being  below  average 
(by  several  years). 


Incidentally,  with  the  new  74th  Section 
of  West  Texas  to  be  formed  in  1987,  there 
will  then  be  one  more  SM.  Could  it  be  the 
potential  four-year-old?  , 

Q.  Got  any  tips  about  carrying  2-meter 
equipment  aboard  commercial  aircraft? 

A.  To  avoid  surprising  airport  security  per¬ 
sonnel,  having  your  aeronautical- mobile 
plans  cancelled,  and  disrupting  flight 
arrangements,  it's  best  to  write  or  phone 
the  airline  or  airport  authorities  well  in 
advance  of  your  flight  to  verify  approval 
and  to  ask  questions  about  your  intentions 
to  carry  Kara  equipment  aboard. 

Karen  Thome,  WB9ZNA  of  Neenah, 
who  works  at  an  airport  security  check¬ 
point,  advises  that  you  remove  the  rubber- 
duck  antenna  from  hand-helds  before  storing 
them  in  a  suitcase.  The  luggage  viewing 
silhouette  formed  by  a  2-meter  hand-held 
transceiver  with  a  stubby  antenna  mounted 
on  it  looks  mistakingly  similar  to  a  gun  -  an 
obviously  undesirable  situation  in  an  airport.

SOLVES  ZONING  PROBLEM 

Our  Wisconsin  ARRL  State  Government 
Liaison  (SGL),  John  Ackermann,  AG9V,  con¬ 
tinues  to  help  solve  problems  on  the  local 
scene.

City  of  De  Pere  zoning  authorities 
ordered  a  local  Ham  to  re  move,  his  approxi¬ 
mately  40-foot  high  tower  because  it  vio¬ 
lated  the  local  zoning  ordinances  -  which,  if 
construed  literally,  would  ban  nearly  all 
towers.  After  discussion  with  City  officials, 
it  turned  out  that  they  were  specifically 
concerned  with  the  location  of  the  tower  in 
the  side  yard.  An  agreement  was  reached, 
with  the  City's  blessing,  to  move  the  tower 
to  the  back  yard.  An  increase  in  height  was 
allowed  to  boot.

PROPAGATION 

PREDICTIONS 


As  predicted  in  an  article  several 
months  ago,  the  sun  has  not  proven  this  re¬ 
porter  wrong  -  at  least  not  yet. 

Upon  reviewing  the  expected  change  in 
activity  for  the  month  of  September  (with 
the  delay  time  in  receiving  and  compiling  the 
data  and  with  the  lead  time  for  the  article, 
information  becomes  dated),  the  sun  is  right 
on  course  to  accurately  predict  whatever  we 
need  from  it. 

The  predicted  rise  in  propagation  activ¬ 
ity  (although  negative  vice  positive)  did 
occur  in  September.  When  comparing  the 
1986  Ap  and  Solar  Radio  Flux  with  that  in 
1976,  we  see  a  10  year  6  month  (126  month) 
sunspot  cycle.  Here's  what  has  been  observed 
to  occur: 

October,  1974:  The  Ap  index  peaked  for 
a  two  year  high.  The  Ap  index  peaked  for  a 
two  year  high  in  April,  1985  (10  years  6 
months  later). 

May  1975.*  The  Solar  Radio  Flux  slumped 
for  a  two  year  low.  In  September,  1985  (124 
months)  the  same  thing  occurred. 

August,  1975*.  Solar  Radio  Flux  peaked 
for  a  two  year  high.  In  February,  1986, 
just  126  months  later,  the  same  phenomenon 
happened. 

March,  1976:  The  Ap  index  reached  a 
three  and  one  half  year  high  (bad  propaga¬ 
tion).  Ten  and  one-half  years  later,  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1986,  the  Ap  index  reached  a  three 
year  high. 

July,  1976:  The  Solar  Radio  Flux 
reached  its  final  low  of  the  cycle.  If  the  sun 
continues  to  behave  the  same  way,  then  Jan¬ 
uary,  1987,  should  see  the  low  between 
cycles.  Let's  hope  so,  because  the  sun  has 
dragged  this  out  long  enough. 

September,  1986,  then,  is  the  worst 
month  for  propagation  I've  recorded  in  12 
years.  The  Ap  index  averaged  15  (August  was 
13  and  July  was  9)  and  the  Solar  Radio  Flux 
averaged  68  for  September  while  August  was 
68  and  July  was  70. 

Unless  the  sun’s  history  is  going  to  fail 
to  come  true,  then  October  will  really  be  a 
bad  month  to  chase  DX,  However,  all  bad 
things  must  come  to  an  end.  November  or 
December  is  when  the  Ap  index  should  fall 


and  the  Solar  Radio  Flux  should.  •  become 
confused  and  and  we  should  start  with  the 

flattened  doldrums  of  the  bottom  of  the 
sunspot  cycle.  Please  don't  hang  me*  high  if 
1  speak  false  words. 

Predictions.  The  Solar  Radio  Flux  is  of 
no  help  anymore;  it's  like  an  electrocardio¬ 
gram  of  a  mummy  -  flat.  So,  based  solely  on 
the  Ap  index,  November  11-13,  25-26, 

December  9-11  and  24-25  should  be  the 
worst  days  for  propagation  (all  things  being 
equal  of  course).  So  eat  plenty  of  turkey 
and  open  more  presents  'cuz  the  turkey  will 
be  on  the  air  and  there  won't  be  any 
presents  for  him  if  he  is  on  the  air. 

The  better  than  average  days  to  be  on 
the  air  fall  in  between.  They  are  November 
18-20,  December  2-4  and  17-18, 

There  will  not  be  an  article  next 
month  because  T  will  be  on  the  road  for 
about  a  month. 

More  to  come:  Famous  events  that 
have  occurred  during  sunspot  peaks  and 
lows,  places  to  write  for  more  information, 
arid  more.

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RECONSIDER  QUESTION  POOLS 
(Continued  from  cover) 

The  petition  states  that  the  FCC 
expectation  that  the  25  different  VEC  organs 
izations  will  somehow  band  together  and  es¬ 
tablish  one  question  pool  is  unrealistic.  "The 
volunteer  nature  of  the  VEC  .  program  gener¬ 
ally  suggests  the  relative  independence  of 
VECs  and  a  multitude  of  different  question 
pools.” 

Should  different  question  pools  arise, 
candidates  for  the  same  class  of  license  may 
be  required  to  take  examinations  of  widely 
different  levels  of  difficulty  and  quality.  For 
example,  applicants  with  equal  levels  of 
understanding  of  the  material  may  pass 
exams  by  one  VEC,  and  fail  exams  by 
another  VEC  solely  because  of  different 
question  pools. 

The  League  concludes  that  "there  must 
be  only  one  question  pool  per  written  ele¬ 
ment,  approved  by  the  Commission,  so  that 
candidates  are  uniformly  qualified  and  that  * 
examinations  are  fair  to  each  candidate." 

Should  the  ARRL’s  Petition  be  denied, 
the  ARRL  may  appeal  to  the  US  courts.  1 

ECPA  PASSES  CONGRESS 
j  AND  SENT  TO  PRESIDENT 

Congress  has  finished  its  work  on  the 
Electronic  Communications  Privacy  Act  of 
1986  and  sent  it  on  to  the  White  House  for 
the  President's  signature. 

On  October  2,  the  House  concurred  with 
the  Senate  text  and  adopted  the  bill,  HR- 
4952.  The  final  version  is  said  to  be  solidly 
supported  by  the  Department  of  Justice. 

The  legislation  will  prohibit  eavesdrop¬ 
ping  on  certain  communications  such  as  elec¬ 
tronic  mail,  computer-to-computer  data 
transmissions,  private  video  conferences  and 
cellular  radio. 

The  bill  still  creates  an  unwarranted 
expectation  of  privacy  on  the  part  of,  for 
instance,  cellular  telephone  users,  but  penal¬ 
ties  for  a  first  offense  of  intentionally  lis¬ 
tening  to  that  service  have  been  dropped  to 
a  $500  fine  only. 

Scanner  operators  who  hear  a  protected 
communication  and  tune  away  from  it  with¬ 
out  acquiring  its  content  will  not  have  viola¬ 
ted  the  new  law. 

The  bill  also  toughens  penalties  against 
video  pirates  such  as  "Captain  Midnight,"  a 
man  who  briefly  jammed  a  satellite  TV  signal 
to  protest  signal  scrambling.  Sections  of  the 
bill  about  which  Amateurs  were  most  con- 
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cemed  at  the  -outset '  have  been  modified, 
and  it  does  not  appear  to  inhibit  Amateur 
operation  as  such.

VOLUNTEER  EXAM  FRAUD 

A  VEC  testing  scandal  of  major  propor¬ 
tions  is  being  investigated  by  the  FCC. 

According  to  Special  Services  Division 
Chief  Raymond  A.  Kowalski,  several  volun¬ 
teer  examination  teams  giving  exams  under 
the  All  Volunteer  Testing  Program  are  under 
Commission  scrutiny  for  alledgedly  breaching 
the  security  of  the  testing  system.  Ray  Ko¬ 
walski  told  ¥ estlink  Report  that  the  prob¬ 
lems  could  involve  charges  of  outright  fraud 
and  the  sale  of  licenses.  "We  are  getting 
more  and  more  instances  of  people  who  are 
attempting  to  beat  the  Volunteer  Examina¬ 
tion  System,"  Kowalski  said.  "We’re  trying  to 
deal  with  more  and  more  instances  of  either 
fraud,  or  improperly  administered  examina¬ 
tions  and  various  different  categories  of  im¬ 
proprieties." 

Currently,  the  Commission  is  looking 
into  allegations  of  improper  conduct  by  a 
limited  number  of  VE  teams  in  Texas,  North 
Carolina,  Puerto  Rico  and  other  areas.  The 
problems  range  from  simple  mistakes  by  the 
VEs  to  teams  that  are  virtually  selling  licen¬ 
ses.  "The  program  has  not  been  mistake  free, 
but  I  think  what  we  are  seeing  now  are 
people  earnestly  trying  to  test  the  system," 
added  the  bureau  chief. 

Kowalski  said  that  in  all  of  the  cases, 
there  appeared  to  be  what  he  called  a  "uni¬ 
fying  thread"  based  upon  personal  back¬ 
ground,  direct  relations  or  friends  binding 
together  those  involved,  but  he  did  not  ela¬ 
borate.  Nor  did  he  name  any  particular 
Volunteer  Examination  Coordinator  or  group 
of  VECs  under  which  the  VE  teams  being 
investigated  serve.  Also  net  confirmed  by 
Kowalski  are  the  rumors  of  a  major  investi¬ 
gation  of  several  California  VE  teams.  These 
rumors  are  based  on  charges  of  similar  mis¬ 
conduct  in  the  volunteer  program,  including 
the  charging  of  higher  than  approved  fees, 
and,  in  one  case,  the  alledged  on-the~air 
solicitation  of  Amateurs  to  simply  purchase  a 
higher  class  of  license  without  taking  a  test. 

What  will  happen  if  any  of  these 
charges  are  proven  true?  The  loss  of  licen¬ 
ses,  heavy  fines  and  prison  are  all  possibili¬ 
ties  for  those  Volunteer  Examiners  who  are 
involved  in  this  type  of  scam.  The  retesting 
of  either  a  -  random  sample  or  of  all  their 
candidates  by  another  team  operating  under 


a  different  VEC  is  a  distinct  possibility  as 
well.  While  the  current  situation  is  not  yet 
a  monumental  problem,  this  breach  in  test¬ 
ing  security  —  if  allowed  to  continue  — 
could  bring  volunteer  testing  to  a  halt  at 
some  later  date.  Without  any  means  for  the 
FCC  to  easily  resume  testing,  growth  in  the 
Amateur  Radio  Service  could  be  severely 
stunted  for  a  long  period. 

Westlink  believes  that  continued  volun¬ 
teer  testing  in  an  atmosphere  of  trust  and 
honesty  is  essential  for  the  health  of  our 
service.

However,  the  most  important  follow-up 
to  the  comic  book  will  occur  on  a  local 
level,  primarily  from  Ham  clubs  that  are 
willing  to  help  with  licensing  courses,  "El- 
mering"  and  support  for  school  radio  clubs.

ARRL  Bulletin  NR  75  From  ARRL  Headquarters 
Newington  CT  October  9,  1986 
To  All  Radio  Amateurs 

FCC  has  permanently  authorized  automatic  control  for 
Packet  stations  transmitting  third  party  traffic  on  VHF 
using  AX. 25  protocol.  .  This  amendment  to  the  Amateur 
rules  came  in  response  to  an  ARRL  petition  for  partial 
reconsideration  filed  last  February. 

Although  FCC  acknowledged  assurance  of  safeguards  by 
the  ARRL  for  AX. 25  protocol,  they  noted  that  control 
operators  capable  of  monitoring  such  transmissions  must 
alert  the  control  operator  of  any  intermediate 
retransmitting  station  under  automatic  control  of  any 
station  misuse  so  that  corrective  action  can  be  taken. 

FCC  deferred  action  on  requests  for  automatic  control 
for  digital  communications  on  HF  until  its  feasibility 
can  be  determined.

The  FCC  has  announced  the  criteria  for  the  new  VEs  or 
volunteer  examiners. 

In  a  Washington  anriounceaent ,  the  Commission  said,  “In 
keeping  with  the  non-professional  and  non-coaaercial 
nature  of  the  Asateur  Radio  Service,  »e  have  ruled  that 
Volunteer  Examiners  sust  have  absolutely  no  knowledge 
or  interest  in  co/ssruni cations  in  any  for*.  Preferably 
they  should  be  selected  fro®  those  who  have  never  heard 
of  Asateur  Radio,  and  who  are  regular  watchers  of 
"Dukes  of  Hazzard"  or  "Love  Boat." 

The  League  of  Radio  relaying  Aaericans  (LRRA),  in 
response  to  the  FCC  directive,  has  recoasended  that 
prospective  Aaateurs  contact  their  local  Volunteers  of 
America,  Salvation  Aray,  or  City  Mission  for  derelicts 
who  would  be  willing  to  give  Asateur  exaas,  Although 
it  is  unlawful  to  pay  such  Volunteer  Examiners,  a  gift 
of  a  bottle  of  wine,  not  to  exceed  S5  cents  per  quart, 
would  be  appropriate  for  such  services.
